The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Brostedt 
etal. 0684). 

The invention of Brostedt et al. appears to be identical to the present invention. The 
system includes an image projection system (101) and a video control system (36A, 36A, 51, 52, 
24, 25). The image projection system is in the form a pair of glasses which have transparent 
lenses so that the user can see the golf ball and swing. FIG. 7 illustrates a view of two images 
which are superimposed on the lenses of the glasses. The first image is a video playback of an 
instructor and the second image is a live video of the student taking a swing. The two images are 
projected simultaneously on the glasses. The video processor also reverses the original video 
images so that video images displayed in the glasses are a mirror image of the student. FIG. 10 
also illustrates secondary and tertiary image display systems on additional students.
